Following the National Security Council meeting an Wednesday, 
July 19, Hie President approved the following for further guidance and 
instructions of the heads of the responsible department* and agencies. 

U Political 

The President and the Secretary of State have carefully 
reviewed together the political ^situation relating to Berlin, and their 
position is being stated hx Presidential messages to hJacxoillan, de Gaulle, 
nnd Adenauer* Tie President's view* vritt he farther developed ia his 
address to the nation July 25th. 

2. Military 

The Precident has authorised a prompt strengthening of the 
United Stat«s* mi Uf nr y position. In the light of tire general international 
situation, ^hile the step* immediately authorised Are related to Improve- 
ment of tf. S. eapabflitiea la the ntxt twelve month*, the President considers 
these decisions to be step« la a continuing program for strengthening the 
rxme* forces. He expects at a later date to review further proposals from 
the Secretary of Defense relating tolhe long-time military position of the U.S. 

The President intends that all pooaihlo steps be tahen, without 
ft ire sent call for major ground units of the x*semw or the National Guard, 
to give the U m 5. the capability of deploring as many as six *^tn^ P ^ divisiona 
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rr4 ropoortlnj tlr unit, to Zarojxi at any time after January 1. 11*2. that 
the faiftraatianal citation may warrant it. la connection with aa operating 
incision to effect saeh a deployment, further measures wUl be ta^ea 
^to maintain adequate ground forces la the United State*. 

la parrult of this decision, the President baa directed the 
rrfctninsioato the C<n 2 r«3 of proposals for appropriate and oth*r lc s is- 
I-Uve authority accessary for this program, witfcoat the present daclaraUoa 
cf a National Emergency. 

In particular, the President baa r.atheriaed a rcqaest for 
lucres ces amounting te> $3.2 billion ia new oblisailoaal authority. 1 :7h« 
ra^sares aporored a: those Hi fed ia Attachment 1 of Annex C of the doea- 
vunU prepared aa-Tcr (4t» of July 18. 1S6I. by the Interdepartmental 
Coordinate Croup ia response to K3C Action Memoraadam No. 59 of 
Jdy 14. 1961, rrith the erceptioa of Item* 8, 18, tad 22 of Attachment 1, 
end one -half of the cam allotted for Items 10A aad IOC. 

The President directed that negotiations bo wndertohea 
immediately with oar allies leaking toward their parrllel participation ia 
each a higher Icrel of military readiness. Ia these rtscassians tbere will 
bo ao initial iadicatloa of any U. 5. vTUlingneas to Increase military assistance 
ta> oar allies for these purposes.
